Rudolf’s attorney then explained

who is a well-to-do Los Angeles sugar 
m anufacturer, desired to m ake full 
restitution of all of the bad checks 
alleged to have been issued by his 
eon.

I of his natural life in the penitentiary. 
Deputy District Attorney Thomp­ 
son stated that there were three com­ 
plaints on file against Rudolf. Thomp­ 
son appeared to be in favor of the 
90-day continuance, but m erel” stat­ 
ed the facts in the case to Judge 
West. 
The court declined to grant a 90- 
day continuance but did allow the 
case to go over until May 17-18 and 
19. Three dates were set because of 
the three com plaints. 
W hether or not the defendant will 
appear and plead guilty in the m ean­ 
time and ask for probation is a m at­ 
ter of conjecture.

"The baby teeth should have

fact, it is ju st as im portant 
th a t 
these teeth be guarded against in ­ 
fection as It is necessary to guard 
the perm anent teeth .”

M ajor M itchell declared th a t m oth­ 
ers should not allow their babies to 
suck th eir thum bs or use a pacifier. 
He branded th e pacifier as a “ per­ 
n icious habit.” M itchell stated th at 
I em inent scien tists have found th a t

He read a report on vital and mor- 
Itality statistics and enum erated the 
various diseases th a t are due d irect­ 
l y to infections of the teeth. 
Advises X-Rays 
Pyorrhea, .Mitchell said, is proba-

is found in the tissu es of the m outh. 
He told of the im portance of guard- 
1 ing against blind abscesses in 
the 
root canals of crow ned teeth. It is 
advisable, he said, to have an X-ray 
i exam ination of the tee th m ade 
if 
there is any reason to believe th a t 
an affliction can be traced to the 
m outh. 
M itchell said it is possible for a 
m an to exert a p ressu re of from 180 
to 300 pounds on his m olar or jaw 
teeth. To prove this point he said

In the discussions of the relation­ 
ship of the state and of the public 
to tho University of California, it 
should never be forgotten that the 
institution has a dual characer, each 
side of which must be preserved if 
the university is to function proper­ 
ly. On the one side, it is a public in 
stitution in the sense that it is ere 
ated by the public and the public bas 
a responsibility for its maintenance. 
The public charters the institution, 
by various methods chooses its re­ 
gents and by 
legislation exercises 
various forms of regulation over it 
On the other hand, the institution 
has and must have its own life. 
It 
must grow from within as well as 
from without. By its crystalization 
of scholastic principles and methods, 
by its accumulation of a storehouse 
of learning, tradition 
and 
institu­ 
tional character, it acquires a per­ 
sonality that is and must be inde­ 
pendent of 
statutory interference. 
Its progress in this respect has the 
same character as the progress of 
society as a whole. It is not subject 
to violent changes of public opinion 
but is amendable to the gradual in­ 
fluence of changing public tastes and 
interests. 


Taking 
into consideration 
these 
two aspects, there is very little dif­ 
ference between institutions like the 
University of California and Leland 
Stanford University. 
What differ­ 
ence there is lies in the fart that 
the mainsprings of the one come 
more from legislative sanction and 
taxation maintenance, while that of 
the other comes from private initia­ 
tive. The service that each should 
(perform is much the same. 
The 
responsibility that each has to pub­ 
lic interests should be in about the 
same degree.

There is a large portion of the 
work of each of these universities, 
however, that is more particularly 
public duty, and should be 
per­ 
formed by the public. This is the 
training given, roughly, in the first 
two college years. It is called, when 
given elsewhere, junior college train­ 
ing. It 
is the 
work 
immediately 
above certain high school classes, 
in a collegiate curriculum. It is con­ 
ventional, mass education, well rut­ 
ted in educational methods, yet call­ 
ing. if It is to have much value, for 
personal treatment and careful in­ 
dividual consideration. 
The stand­ 
ards by which it is government are 
much more firmly fixed than those 
of ‘‘upper class work” or graduate 
stndies. 
It is this 
lower class 
work for 
which the state should expect 
no 
support from private donations. If 
the University of California is to 
give graduate studies or to 
make 
researches into obstruse subjects, it 
is proper to accept gifts from citi­ 
zens 
to 
support it, such 
as 
the 
Searles’ donation of a third of a 
million, the consummation of which 
was announced yesterday. 
The au­ 
thorities of Stanford university have 
announced that they would be glad 
to confine their work entirely to up­ 
per 
class 
and 
graduate 
courses. 
They will take that step when the 
state provides adequate instruction 
in junior colleges elsewhere. 
It is hoped by those interested in 
public instruction that there will be, 
in the course of time, junior col­ 
leges scattered all over the state, 
with adequate equipment and 
fac­ 
ulty 
personnel 
of 
Full academic 
standing. It will be a convenience to 
transform 
gradually 
our 
normal 
schools into such kind of junior col­ 
leges, provided only that the teach­ 
ers’ training features he not cramp­ 
ed and that the scholastic standards 
of universities be maintained. Any 
differences of opinion that have now 
developed among educators on the 
subject of future growth of junior 
colleges and of normal schools go 
to practical questions of safeguard­ 
ing tile standards 
that have 
now 
been obtained and at the same time 
adding new standards.
